The situation regarding the admission to 
this country of the foreign-born w ives of 


'American soldiers, which has been under 


discussion as a result 
of 
President Har­ 
d in g’s order for the return of our troops 
from Germany, seem s to require a little ex­ 
planation, 
says the Pittsburgh Chronicle- 
Telegram . Before the passage of the Cable 
law by congress 
a wom an 
marrying an 
A m erican citizen autom atically took the 
ftitionality of her husband. 
She did not 
have to take out citizenship papers in order 
her be an American citizen. 
The new law 
provides for the retention of their original 
Citizenship by foreigners marrying Am eri­ 
cans. 
If they wish to becom e American 
Citizens they must 
pursue 
the 
regular 
Course for naturalization. 
Under the new 
^ m ig r a tio n law', limiting the number of 
admissions to this country to a certain an­ 
nual quota of each nationality, it would be 
technically possible for an American hus­ 
band to be admitted w hile his w-ife might 
be excluded if the quota for the country 
from which she cam e had been exhausted. 
But this is by no means the case with Ger­ 
m any, which has not 
sent 
us nearly so 
nuuny immigrants as she is entitled to do 
under the law. 
Consequently there is no 
obstacle to the admission of the wives of 
opr soldiers who have been doing duty on 
the Rhine. 
Those married since Septem ­ 
ber 22, w hen the Cable law w ent into ef­ 
fect, will com e in with the Satus of desir­ 
able im migrants from Germany, provided 
they are able to pass the prescribed tests 
as to health and literacy. 
Those who mar­ 
ried before that date will be regarded as 
Am erican citizens, the same as their hus­ 
bands. 
In either case ne practical difficul­ 
ty stands in the w ay, since it may be as­ 
sum ed that the wives of our soldiers will 
b f able to read and w'rite. 
The technical 
discrimination with regard to those who 
h arried after Septem ber 22 is necessary 
under the law, but practically their admis­ 
sion should be as easy as that of those who 
becom e American citizens with their mar­ 
riage.

scratched; 
unknown 
resources 
still are hidden there; and many of them 
will be enriching civilization long after the 
present prosperous generation has disap­ 
peared.

Alaskan 
geologist of 
the United States geological survey, a won­ 
derful organization of which the public is 
too highly familiar— admits that the metal 
industry has 
been 
handicapped by the 
lack of fuel, but adds that the coal mining

the Alaskan railroad.

A supply of bulletins 
on pruning 
the apple has just been received by 
the county agent. Anyone interested 
should get this bulletin and become 
familiar with the best practices

pruning the apple orchard. 
Some mighty good 
fruit 
men In 
this state are of 
the opinion that 
there has been as much harm done 
in pruning our fruit trees 
as 
there 
has been good. 
Consequently one 
should have an accurate knowledge 
of how to prune trees before attempt* 
ing the same. 
Reseeding Pastures 
The question is frequently asked 
the county agent what is 
the best 
plan to thicken a poorly seeded pas­ 
ture. 
The following is suggested by 
Prof. C. A. Helm, associate professor 
of field crops at Columbia, Mo. 
“If the grass is 
completely 
died 
out, seed a mixture of timothy, eight 
pounds, orchard grass three pounds, 
alsike clover two pounds 
and 
blue) 
grass five pounds. 
Disk lightly and 
harrow, seed, and harrow’ again about 
the first of March. If the ground is 
partly sodded to 
bluegrass 
either 
disk lightly or run over the ground 
with a harrow’, seed a 
mixture

timothy ten pounds, 
orchard 
grass 
five pounds, and alsike clover one 
pound, 
and cover 
by 
harrowing 
again.” 
Seed Testing Free 
Anyone having farm seed for sale 
or samples of seed that you desire to 
buy you may submit 
the same to 
the county agent and have them test­ 
ed for purity and germination with­ 
out charge. 
The United States de­ 
partment of agriculture in coopera­ 
tion with the Missouri University ag­ 
ricultural college 
maintain a free 
seed testing laboratory. 
This laba- 
tory is located in 
the agricultural 
building at Columbia 
with 
expert 
seedsmen in charge. During the last 
year over 50 samples of 
seed were 
sent in from the county agent’s of­ 
fice. 
Feel free to make use of this 
agency.

The President, it was said 
at the White House, had reached the 
conclusion that duplications were 
due mainly to 
mechanical 
errors 
and carelessness. 
Some dismissed employes have 
been reinstated in government 
ser­ 
vice, but at salaries lower than they 
were receiving in the Bureau of En­ 
graving and Printing. 
Of 
twenty- 
nine employes dismissed, all but one 
are expected 
to 
obtain 
reinstate­ 
ment. 
Since 
the 
wholesale 
dismissals 
were made last March the Investiga­ 
tion has been goin on. It Is still in 
progress, but evidence so far obtain­ 
ed convinced the President that an 
injustice had been done and he has 
set about righting it as far as it is 
possible to do at the present time.

With this fine showing Mr. Mon­ 
sees has only one regret and that Is 
that they learned of the 
excellent 
productive value of their

LITTLE DAMAGE TO 
FRUIT FROM COLD

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Feb. 2.—The 
cold snap which has visited Southern 
California the last few days was be­ 
coming a little less cold, according 
to available reports early today and 
indications wrere that little damage 
had been done to fruit or other crops. 
While citrus 
grow’ers 
in general 
took the precaution of keeping the 
smudge pots 
burning 
in 
their or­ 
chards, the 
Southern 
California 
Growers Exchange issued a state­ 
ment that no serious damage had 
been done by the drop in tempera­ 
ture. 
The dampness of the ground from 


the recent rains and the overhanging 
skies 
prevented 
the 
temperature 
from reaching a dangerous low level, 
it was stated. 
“Ripening 
oranges 
and 
lemoni 
have suffered practically no damage 
by the cold snap,” the report of the 
exchange stated. 
“Lemon blossoms, 
however, have been damaged in a 
few' sections, especially in young or­ 
chards. 
Little damage has occurred 
in the older orchards. 
The damage 
thu3 far has been neglible and will 
not be serious if the cold spell is not 
prolonged.” 
Most of *he crop of naval oranges 
has already been harvested, it was 
said, and any of the damage which 
might occur will be to valentia or­ 
anges or lemons.
